For over 29 years, Holubarhas been making Goose Down 
insulated sleeping bags of the highest handcrafted quality and 
you'll find our 1975 models to be the top of the line in terms 
of performance, quality, durability and a very sound practical 
dollar value for your investment. Holubar sleeping bags have 
proven themselves for our many fine customers, time and time 
again in a variety of camping conditions around the world...

The Little Differences That Count... 

Holubar sleeping bags are designed with a body-like shape 
_.. anew feature for our TIMBERLINE model this year .. . of 
constant inside girth from shoulders down to the hips and 
then taper to a roomy, flared foot end. The shoulder/hip girth 
provides a comfortable space for movement of arms or turning 
of the shoulder and hips; this girth also increases propor- 
tionately with each increase in sleeping bag length... Holubar 
offers three standard lengths, by the way, when most other 
companies offer only two, The internal space created by the 
‘“Holubar shape” is a practical balance of comfort, the inside 
space that must be heated, and total backpacking weight.

Inside our bag, soft folds of the inner shell shape around and 
gently snuggle against the sleeper, reducing the air pockets 
between legs, arms and around the shoulders .. . essentially 
reducing the inside volume which requires less internal body 
heat generation to maintain warmth. Holubar has examined and 
tested a number of designs, including differential cut, and 
none can outperform our “‘full cut.” Our precisely measured 
Down fills, coupled with internal baffling, control Down shift 
for maximum loft and prevent “thin spots” around elbows, 
knees, and shoulders ... even during movement. The outside 
shell surface is smooth to minimize wind cooling. We suggest 
that you try not to get frustrated by all the theories presented in 
various catalogs ... the proof is in performance and over the 
past 29 years, the Holubar “‘full cut” has proven to be best for 
warmth and freedom of movement (comfort) whether it’s a 
three season model or our sub-zero temperature models. 

The Holubar Down insulated hood draws up completely 
around the sleeper’s head, and the shoulder girth snugs-down 
to eliminate drafts and prevent heat loss by a unique 
drawstring/cord-lock system. The hood and shoulder girth can 
be drawn up together or each independently to suit the sleepers 
personal preference. Just another important Holubar feature that 
controls internal warmth and comfort for the sleeper. 

Holubar sleeping bags feature a durable, 70 inch, #10 Y.K.K. 
DELRIN zipper which is easy running, especially in cold 
weather. The two-way slider can be unzipped from the bottom 
to ventilate the foot end. Holubar bags of any model length and 
opposite zipper opening, zip together to form a roomy, double 
bag. (Excludes CONVERTIBAG and CHILD models). All zippers 
are protected by a plump Down draft tube. 

Holubar Sleeping Bag Liners (optional) extend the life of your 
bag by protecting the inside against wear and soiling. Fastened 
by a snap and tie system to become an integral part of the bag, 
a Liner will easily pay for itself in the sleeping ‘bag cleaning 
bills it will save you. (See page 8 for additional information.)

included in the price of any ready made sleeping bag is the 
factor of labor and it’s only natural that you seek “your money’s 
worth”... at Holubar, the skill and craftsmanship of our 
seamstress group is unequaled by any other group making 
sleeping bags. Why? Simply because they sew the entire bag 
together by themselves and not just portions as found in 
aésmbly line techniques used by most manufacturers. That 
“touch of pride” workmanship, along with a continuing program 
of reviewing construction techniques and materials, strict 
checks of all incoming raw materials and quality control checks 
throughout the making of a sleeping bag assures you that each 
finished sleeping bag meets our very high standards of quality 
and workmanship... and gives you “your money’s worth,”

In any Goose Down insulated sleeping bag, compartments 
are required to hold the Down fill at a firm, insulating density 
(loft) and prevent shifting of the Down in either a cross-wise or 
length-wise direction. These compartments or “channels” are 
formed by sewing an interlining wall (baffle), at regular intervals 
between the inner and outer sleeping bag shells. You can note 
this interval by the visible, external stitching running around the 
circumference of the bag. 

Our baffle material is a strong, Downproof ripstop nylon, sewn 
to the inner and outer shells with a sturdy rolled seam... 
providing both a Downproof compartment and an extremely 
strong internal framework for added durability and increased 
sleeping bag life. Our study of other baffle materials in! use 
indicated weaknesses and undesirable characteristics which led 
to their rejection for use in a Holubar sleeping bag. 

Holubar has calculated and assigned a precise amount of 
Down fill for each channel to assure a non-shifting, efficient 
insulating density throughout the bag... . for your warmth 
and comfort. 

As you study sleeping bag construction, you'll find Down 
channels of various dimensions and cross-sectional geometry. 
Holubar channels are 6 inches wide and 4 inches deep except 
in our EXPEDITION and ULTIMATE models (two bags designed 
for extremely cold, sub-zero weather) where the channel depth 
is increased to 5 inches to accommodate additional Down fill 
for added insulation thickness (loft). 
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Parallelogram Baffle 
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Over the past 29 years, Holubar has found the slanted baffle 
wall (or parallelogram channel cross-section) to be an ideal 
configuration for our sleeping bags in the Summer (Three 
Season) temperature classification, as it provides excellent 
Down control in a temperature range to 0°F., plus it offers a 
weight savings as additional baffling (added Down control) is 
not really needed for that temperature limit. 









Triangular “V” Baffle 


In our winter bag classification (for bags rated in sub-zero 
temperatures) we have found that the triangular channel cross- 
section (“V”) provides the additional Down control needed to 
assure a stable insulating thickness which is critical for comfort 
in sub-zero temperatures. Our winter bags have an excellent 
performance record in sub-zero temperatures around the world. 
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Holubar Channel Block 


HOLUBAR CHANNEL BLOCK: Within each Down channel, on 
the side opposite the zipper, we sew in a Downproof baffle (full 
channel depth) which completely “blocks” the channel and 
prevents the Down from shifting from the bottom half of the bag 
to the top half of the bag due to body weight or from top to 
bottom when stuffing or rolling your bag. The HOLUBAR 
CHANNEL BLOCK was first developed by Holubar and we feel 
it is an important feature for controlling Down shift and 
maintaining constant loft in all of our sleeping bags from the 
TIMBERLINE model through the ULTIMATE model. In fact, in our 
ULTIMATE model, where comfort in extreme sub-zero tempera- 
tures is dependent on a reliable, uniform insulation density, we 
employ five CHANNEL BLOCKS in each channel to form six 
individual Down compartments per channel — the ultimate in 
Down control found in no other bag on the market! 


GOOSE DOWN INSULATION: The function of an insulation in 
a sleeping bag is to provide a dead air space to trap and 
prevent the loss of body heat to the surrounding environment. 
However, due to the fact that the body also gives off a consid- 
erable amount of moisture, the insulator must have the ability 
to breathe, a characteristic which allows the moisture to escape 
and prevent a chilling factor. For backpacking, the insulator 
should also be lightweight and compressible for packing on the 
trail. Of all the insulators available, Goose Down is still the most 
efficient insulator in fulfilling the above requirements. Goose 
Down has the inherent ability to “spring back” after being 
removed from the stuff stack and provide an efficient, insulating 
thickness. The life of this resiliency is directly related to the 
quality of the Down... an important reason why Holubar never 
compromises on the quality of the Goose Down used throughout 
our sleeping bag line. 

In your shopping research, you should be aware that Goose 
Down is available in a variety of mixtures and quality, and in 
most cases it really depends on the integrity of the sleeping bag 
manufacturer as to the identity of the insulation. 





All Down producers offer several grades of Down and can 
supply the bag manufacturer with various mixtures of Down and 
feathers as well as colors. They can furnish, within limits, what 
the bag manufacturer wishes to have and the price is in direct 
relation to the grade he receives. In other words, you can buy 
Down like you can make chili. If you use more meat, it costs 
more — if you use more beans, it costs less! 

Two mixtures or grades of Down common 
to the backpacking industry are 
“Garment” grade (the more expen- 
sive) and “Bag” grade, the type 
most often used for the 
filling or insulating of 
sleeping bags. The actual 
feather content of Garment 
grade is about 8% to 11% and 
the feather content of Bag 
grade is about 12% to 20%. 
Holubar uses the Garment 
grade throughout our sleep- 
ing bag line (including our 
Kit line)! By law, the sleeping 
bag manufacturer can label his 
insulation Goose Down if 80% of 
the mixture or product is Down and 
90% of that Down content is Goose Down. 
The remaining 20% of the mixture can be feathers, fibre or 
feather fibre. There is no such thing as 100% Goose Down. By 
law, it would mean that no feather content is present and 
because the separation of each tiny feather would have to be 
done by hand, the operation is unquestionably just not feasible. 
As most manufacturers will attest, color is not an important 
factor in the quality and is only an aesthetic consideration. 

What do the labels mean? You will read labels such as “100% 
Prime Northern Goose Down,” ‘100% AA Super Down,” etc. 
which are really “brand names” and do not describe the feather 
content of the Down. You will find various labels and terminol- 
ogy used to describe Down and if the manufacturer’s literature 
does not clearly identify the feather content and type of Down 
— ask him! Unfortunately, however, many stores or dealers who 
handle Down products really do not know actual details. 

Down is much “tougher” than most people think. Though an 
inexperienced person can ruin a Down garment or bag in a 
washing machine or dry cleaner... it is usually the casing or 
fabric that will be destroyed before the actual Down itself. 

Duck Down can be a good quality insulator, and though we do 
not use it in any of our sleeping bags or jackets, we feel the 
manufacturers who do use it should not attempt to “sell” it by 
attempting to justify its merits via “‘muddying the waters” of the 
facts regarding Down. To date, there has been very little legisla- 
tion to govern the grading and advertising of Down. Work is 
currently being done however, and hopefully within the next few 
years definite standards will be so stated that it removes the 
subjectivity from the issue, and the consumer will definitely be 
able to see what he is getting by looking at the Federal Label 
on the product. 

For the present, and practically speaking, Goose Down is 
better than Duck Down! The reason for using Duck Down is 
normally a price consideration ... Enough said!

TEMPERATURE RATING: The minimum temperature rating 
quoted on each of our sleeping bags is conservative. We would 
rather build in a safety factor, allowing for the coldest sleepers, 
than to get a complaint. We do not use maximum temperatures 
or a “range” figure, as we do not believe a sleeping bag, built 
for cold weather, will be comfortable in high temperature. There 
are simply too many variables (i.e. altitude, metabolism, wind 
chill, humidity) that affect the person’s comfort, and/or the 
sleeping bag’s performance, so we try to tell it “like it is!’ 


We invite questions concerning the construction and materials 
used in our bags and hope you will do a thorough job of 
comparing with others before buying. 


Please remember that if you would like to order one of our 
sleeping bags and after inspecting it, feel it does not meet your 
expectations, you may return it for a full refund, including 
postage.

The internal baffle system is a Downproof 1.1 
ounce ripstop nylon sewn to the outer shell with sturdy rolled 
seams. Each Down channel or compartment formed by the baffle 
system is 6 inches wide with a parallelogram cross-section. With 
this cross-section, adjacent Down channels overlap and the 
baffle seams are always protected by Down, even with pressure 
or compression on the channel during use. Holubar uses only 
Garment Grade AA PRIME NORTHERN GOOSE DOWN, uniformly 
distributed in precise weights to each Down channel. To further 
prevent shifting of the Down, our internal baffle system employs 
the original HOLUBAR CHANNEL BLOCK, a side baffle opposite 
the zipper side which prevents Down shifting from the bottom 
half due to body weight or from top to bottom when rolling or 
stuffing the bag.

The parallelogram design, 
reduces baffle weight over a “V” baffle design, yet provides 
more than adequate Down control for normal Three Season 
temperature ranges. Another helpful summer feature is the 
two-way zipper which allows you to open and ventilate the 
foot-end during warm temperatures.

The hood can be left flat or forms a hood by adjusting the 
drawstring. The bag can also be closed at the shoulders inde- 
pendently of the hood. 

Liner and cover fittings are complete in every bag. Waterproof 
stuff sack (#7) and a handy storage sack are also included.

The Construction of a Down parka or garment is the key consideration to determine 
how effective the garment will be in its intended use. We say construction is the key, as 
optimum Downfull should always exist, and “under-filling’ (to produce a lower cost or 
slightly lower total weight), or “over-filling’” (to compensate for lack of good construction 
cr give an “Expedition” type appearance) is the simplest, yet saddest compensation that 


can be used to alter a garment’s true value. 
Most manufacturers use three or four basic types of construction for jackets, and these 


are as follows: 


QUILTED SEAMS 


Sewn through, or quilted — effective for spring-fall and light winter use — sewn through 
seams can allow chill in cold winds. In this construction look for width of Down channels. 
Are the channels spaced closely enough to minimize Down settling that will occur when 
the jacket is worn many times? Also, the Down fill should be very adequate to insure 
minimum shift. If this construction has light fill, it will be thin and of little insulating 
value. Also, the length of the sleeves and body should be cut full to allow the garment 
to “accordion” together when worn. Thus, the seams will be “folded” to the inside, and 
the channels will gently compress together, and vir- 
tually hide many of these seams. This construction 
is ideal for light jackets, Down sweaters, and 
Down vests, as these items are for wear 
in ‘above zero” condition, or with 
other garments (i.e. under a wind 
parka, over a wool shirt, etc.). 





OFF-SET CHANNELS 


Two completely separate layers of sewn-through channels are “sandwiched” together 
with seams off-set to produce a “double thickness” garment. With the offset method, the 
visible outer wall Down channel seams are backed by the inner wall Down channels to 
give you good wind protection. This, of course, produces a garment for much colder 
temperatures, and it should be remembered that the 
more specialized or colder weather garment you 
select, the less versatile it will be for warmer 
temperatures. In this double-wall construc- 
tion, make sure that it has good con- 
struction throughout. In the sleeves, 
and shoulder area. 





QUILTED WITH SMOOTH SHELL 


Quilted with a smooth outer shell is better for cold temperatures, especially when the 
wind is a prime factor. This outer “shell”? (or inner lining — if design or style has smooth 
side in) is a wind barrier, and lets the quilted Down layer perform a more efficient 
insulating barrier. It also provides a smoother look 
when used in ski, or fashion garments. Here it is 
important to have a light, yet tight, or high 
density weave fabric (such as SUPER- 
NYL) to insure wind tightness and 
durability, and good quilting 
of the insulation. 





“V"-BAFFLE 


V-baffle construction, as used in the finest sleeping bags, is the finest construction for 
the expedition type parka or extremely cold weather use gear. It is the most painstaking 
construction to use in a parka, but if done right, produces the finest arctic wear. HOLUBAR 
uses this construction to make a true arctic 
type parka when most other companies 
use only the off-set method. Compare 
this point when you’re in the market 
for an extremely cold weather garment!

SELECTING A GARMENT 


We have a great deal of confidence in the construction and 
specification of each of our jackets or parkas, and we're very 
enthusiastic about comparing each of our models to any others 
of similar construction. All garments, though similar in design 
or construction, do differ! Because Brand A jacket has a “sewn 
through” seam construction, and Brand B jacket does also, it 
does not necessarily make them comparable, or equal. Most 
companies employ similar methods or basic fundamentals of 
construction; however, the many factors involved, i.e. fabrics, 
threads, and amount of Down, skill and quality of assembling 
all add up to produce a line of finished products with different 
degrees of quality. 


ZIPPERS: Holubar has found the Y.K.K. brand zipper to be a 
very dependable, easy-running zipper and we use various 
sizes in either the DELRIN or ZIPLON models. Selection of 
model and size is dependent on the application, i.e. front 
closure, pocket, etc. Our zipper installation includes 
double-row stitching in addition to insetting the tape of 
the zipper. The finished edge of the fabric bordering the 
zipper contains a filler cord rolled inside to give “body” 
and added wear resistance in an area that is exposed to 
a lot of handling. These features are standard practice at 
Holubar. 


STITCHING: Components of a garment are sewn together with 
a nylon bonded thread and in places of stress (such as 
pocket corners) we use bar-tacking for added strength. 
Bar-tacking is a special multiple re-inforcing stitch per- 
formed on a special sewing machine. 


FABRICS: We use a variety of fabrics in the nylon family as 
well as STORM CLOTH, which is a Polyester/Cotton blend. 
Holubar is continually researching new fabrics and when- 
ever better types are discovered they are incorporated 
into our product line. Please be aware of the fact, that 
nylons will melt if touched with a flame or spark and is not 
a question of inferior quality. Our Nylons and STORM 
CLOTH have proven to be the most durable fabrics for their 
weight and due to their tightness, possess a very abrasion 
resistant characteristic. 


GOOSE DOWN: Holubar selects the very finest Goose Down in 
a Garment Grade (8-11% feather content) which we label 
AA PRIME NORTHERN GOOSE DOWN. We use Garment 
Grade Goose Down in all our insulated products, including 
sleeves, hoods, vests, pants, mittens, etc. as we have found 
no substitute for quality. 


FUNCTIONAL FEATURES: Each Holubar garment fills a particu- 
lar need in backpacking activities and in the area of 
insulated garments, we offer not only jacket and parka 
lengths but also different types of Down compartments and 
fill weights to meet various temperature requirements. 
Because of their functional versatility, the Holubar garments 
are suitable for a wide variety of outdoor activity or every- 
day wear. 


FINISHED LOOK: An important factor in long wear and dura- 
bility is the finishing off of exposed seams, linings, etc. 
For example, if you examine the inside of a jacket or 
parka you'll easily recognize the manufacturer who takes 
short cuts and the manufacturer who takes the time to do 
it right. We believe in finishing all areas and you’ll find the 
inside appearance of Holubar garments of the highest 
quality and remember it adds durability . . . another plus 
for value received. 


Though few people are aware of all the facets to inspect in 
a garment, we suggest you look closely and compare everything 
you can see in the garment’s outward appearance.

FABRIC CLASSIFICATION 


To give a brief review of the various 
fabrics we use in the construction of our 
various products, we felt the following 
might help: 


NYLPORT! 


Double URETHANE coated nylon taffeta. 
Is waterproof and does not breathe. This 
fabric is best for backpacking ponchos, 
rainwear and tent floors. Is as waterproof 
as possible for its combination of light- 
weight and strength. 


NYLTOWN! 


A heavier duty URETHANE coated nylon. 
Waterproof, does not breathe, best for tent 
floors as in our EXPEDITION or 4 MAN 
tents where fabric must take increased 
wear and abuse. 


TEMPER KOTE RIPSTOP! 


A polymer coated nylon ripstop used in 
rainflys of tents. This new coating process 
increases the fabrics strength, decreases 
weight without sacrificing function or dur- 
ability. 


COATED DUCK! 


The heavier-duty, double URETHANE 
coated nylons used in packs. Heavier 
weight, but strongest, most durable for 
this use. 


STORM CLOTH 


A blend of 65% POLYESTER and 35% 
COTTON, this fabric has the best ‘“wear- 
ability” of any fabric we have used, and 
superior to all others we have used or 
seen in similar applications. 

It is very tightly woven, and extremely 
durable, yet has a softer, more comfortable 
“hand” than do the nylon-cotton weaves. 
It is water repellent, yet machine washes 
beautifully. 


SUPERNYL? 


A nylon taffeta. Smooth look for more 
fashionable appearance, yet very strong 
and lightweight. Ideal for Down jackets, as 
it is Downproof, windtight, and water re- 
pellent. 


11-A RIPSTOP? 


A 1.9 ripstop nylon that is water re- 
pellent (NOT waterproof), Downproof and 
very strong and abrasion resistant for its 
weight. Ideal for tent canopies, some 
Down parkas, and sleeping bags where 
durability is as important as light weight. 


1.5 OZ. RIPSTOP? 


Has about the same basic features as 
the 1.9 oz. except it sacrifices some of 
the durability for lighter weight. We use 
it especially in our winter sleeping bags 
because those bags have more weight in 
Down and extensive internal baffling, and 
this lighter weight shell helps off-set that 
increased “inside.” As winter bags are 
generally used with more ground cover or 
protection (i.e. in a tent) they are not sub- 
jected to as much abuse. We have never 
received a complaint on this fabric’s dura- 
bility, or on our .75 oz. ULTIMATE ripstop, 
so do not consider this a “‘weak’’ fabric 
by any means!

QUALITY OUTDOOR FOOTWEAR 


FITTING OF BOOTS 


It is important when purchasing a boot 
to buy the one which fits best provided it 
has the features required for specific use. 
Boots are made from natural materials and 
usually stretch in varying degrees, de- 
pending on style and model. When trying 
on boots it is best to wear a little less sock 
than normal. For instance, if you normally 
wear two thick socks, try the boots with 
a thin and a thick pair. This will allow a 
little for stretching. It is impossible to tell 
in ten or fifteen minutes if a boot fits cor- 
rectly. It is much better to wear them in 
your home for about two hours. 


WHEN MEASURING YOUR FOOT 


Boots are designed in many different 
“styles” depending on their intended use. 
Specialized boots for rock climbing or 
winter mountaineering should not be inter- 
changed as a general hiking boot, as the 
manufacturers have taken great care to 
build each model for a specific perfor- 
mance. General purpose hiking boots should 
be “soft” enough to allow easy flexing, yet 
provide very good arch support and ankle 
protection. A woman’s boot should be 
lighter weight, yet offer the same good 
protection and support.

CARE OF BOOTS 


A good quality hiking boot will last you 
many seasons if proper care is exercised. 
The leather used in your new pair of hiking 
boots has pores that can breathe and thus 
ventilate the boot. The idea in boot care 
is to keep the leather that way — pliable, 
tough and breathable. 

We recommend SNO-SEAL for a water- 
proofing substance as its silicone base will 
not stretch or soften the leather. The best 
methods of application are rubbing the 
SNO-SEAL wax into the leather with your 
hand, or melt the SNO-SEAL on a stove 
and brush it on with a basting brush. 
NEVER apply heat directly to the leather 
to melt the SNO-SEAL wax. SNO-SEAL will 
darken roughout leathers and the surface 
will become smoother. 

HEAT is the worst enemy of your boots. 
If your boots become wet, allow the leather 
to dry slowly at moderate temperature. 
Never place them on a direct source of 
heat (camp fire, oven, or radiator). In camp, 
prop them up on sticks, upside down and 
away from the fire. At home, fill them with 
newspapers to absorb the moisture. Ex- 
cessive heat will destroy your boots so 
prevention is always the best cure.

To clean a Holubar Down garment or 
sleeping bag we recommend professional 
dry cleaning. One should air the garment, 
especially a sleeping bag, after a dry clean- 
ing to remove any lingering odors. When 
we receive used Holubar products back for 
repairs or alterations, we have them dry 
cleaned at a professional cleaners, then 
fluff and air thoroughly. 

If you decide to wash, use a mild soap 
(“IVORY,” “WOOLITE” or the like) in warm 
water by hand washing. Do not use a 
strong alkaline detergent as it will take 
an excessive amount of the natural oils 
out of the Down. Thorough rinsing is most 
important, as the Down if dried with a soap 
residue remaining in it, will tend to “mat” 
all the more. Drying can be outdoors on a 
line (about a three-day wait in. many 
cases!!) or in a clothes dryer, set on 
WARM, NOT HOT, 

Down is much “tougher” than most peo- 
ple think. Though an inexperienced person 
can ruin a Down garment or bag in a 
washing machine or dry cleaner... . it is 
usually the casing or fabric that will be 
destroyed before the actual down itself. 
Down, when wet, will mat and must be 
fluffed and air dried well. Air circulation is 
the major factor to the life and perfor- 
mance of Down, and is why we always ask 
that jackets or bags be stored loosely and 
where they can “breathe” when not in use. 
Stuffing in waterproof, airtight sacks should 
only be done while they are being trans- 
ported or packed on the trail. Fluffing and 
shaking is good to loosen and “air out” 
this natural product.
